Washington, June 6.—it is 


that this week will see the climax of the 
war. Santiago and Porto Rico are to 
pass into the possession of the United 
States. Against both places a military 
and naval expedition ot great force is to 
be directed, and before many days ought 
come the news of two notable entra£et 
ments. Both will be successful. On thia 
point the prudent, who is especially In- 
terested in the immediate talcing of 
Porto Rioo, has no doubt whatavef. H« 
Jcnows that at Santiago the Spanish fleet 
}s helpless, and that the insurgents 
around the city are ready and waiting to 
co-operate with ollr army. The latter 
will land near Santiago and will march, 
overland to the rear of the Santiago forti- 
fications, taking them by storm. It will 
be a great battle, unless the Spaniards 
jrun away, and while there are certain 
to be some casualties on our side, they 
will be comparatively Jlght. 


At or about the same time, a large sec- 


tion of Sampson's squadron will appear 
Before San Juan, and with the aid of th« 
troops Which Will be landed from trans- 
ports, the taking of that city will b* com- 
menced. The president is anxious that 
Porto Kico shall be in the possession of 
the United States befor* Spain actually 
sues for peace. ' 


Information which Is entitled to every 


credence indicatas that the troops have 
not yet started, and for the good and 
eufficient reason that they are not ready. 
Reports which reach the officials show 
that the army at Tampa Is In a frightful 
state of inefficiency. The supplies which 
ought to have been delivered to tha 
men days and weeks ago are still locked 
up in the freight cars, and the worst of 
it is that the officers whose business It 
is to distribute the supplies do not know 
In what cars the equipments are located. 


In some cases U ha» been necessary to

Every- 


thing ha^ been at sixes and sevens. Gen- 
eral Miles, who has been in Tampa long

SUFFERING IN HAVANA. 


Condition of Atflilrm in the Blockaded 


Havana, May 25, via Vera Craze, Mexi- 


co.—The news of the arrival at Santia->o 
of what is known as the first division of 
the Spanish fleet has considerably light- 
ened the hearts of the Spaniards, the 
news being received with rejoicing. The 
Spaniards here believe that the fleet will 
later ent«r Havana. 


Everything quiet here. Preparations 


for defense are being pushed night and 
day. 
The cultivation zone has been ex- 


tended inside of the line ot defense mak- 
ing Havana the Spanish Sebastapol. This 
increase win support the inhabitants 
with food bat not luxuries for a long 
time. In spite of the outwardly cheerful 
aspect, bitterly anxious feelings exist. 
Many charge the former minister of 
colonies of Spain with selling Cuba to 
America. 
If the Spanish fleet does not 


arrive before food becomes scare, terrible 
rioting may result. There are no business 
transactions and the city looks lonesome. 


The Spaniards rejoice at the small dam- 


age done by the American- bombardments 
and are beginning to nurse themselves 
with the belief that the naval military 
nowcr of the United States has been ever- 
estimated. A great scarcity of provis- 
ions exist* at Caribarien, Puerto Prinoipe 
and the other towns. The railway com- 
munication between Havana, Matanzas 
and Santa Clara is frequently interrupted 
by insurgents blowing up culverts. 


The main point of interest is when and 


where the Americans will land. 
The 


Spanish are confident of being able to re- 
pel an invasion. Many families have left 
Havana and provisions are very scarce. 
Everyone seems to be trying to reduce 
expenses, whole families living in one 
room as house rents have Increased. 


There is considerable coal in Havana, 


bnt all the stores and business houses are 
without gas and a state of semi-darkness 
in the streets gives Havana a wierd ap- 
pearance at night, but it saves coal. The 
price of everything has, donbled and the 
number of unemployed increases every 
day. Autonomists are daily giving more 
proof of their utter inability to govern the 
island. They seem to have no idea of ad- 
ministration.

Tacoma, Wash., June 6. — The steam- 


ship Victoria brings Hong Kong advices 
to May 12- The spirit of rebellion and 
riot seems to pervade many parts of the 
orient. Five thousand robbers are as- 
sembled in one band in the mountains ol 
Jjoynge, near Canton. They commit 
crimes of every description, plundering, 
robbing and killing as their fancy dic- 
tates. The local authorities are ter- 
rorized and dare not cope with them. 
Recently the house of an 
influential 


mandarin was robbed, "the mandarin 
offered rewards of $20 for the capture of 
each robber. Seven robbers were cap- 
tured, but the mandarin then refused to 
(give the rewards. The dishonesty of the 
jnandarin has made the robbers bolder 
than ever, for all po6f people have made 
up their miliels not to interfere with)' their 
plundering because they claim the rich 
cannot be trusted. The Canton authori- 
ties have offered rewarfis tot the.cifp- 
ture <;f men known to be supplying arms 
and ammunition to the robbers. On 
.April 26 a. small band of brigands at- 
tacked the office of. the magistrate < 
Kuming1. They carried away valuable: 
worth $10,000 and released the prisoners 
confined jn the jail. 


Four Chinese mariners were fatally 


burned by an explosion aboard a small 
ChmesB gunboat, which, was practically 
blown up. The gunboat was bound fr«5n\ 
Banking to Canton with pay tor the 
Cantonese troops. Coming to a locality 
infested by pirates, the1 captain ord*red 
his men t6 load all tfis guns in readiness 
for a.n attack, at the same time caution- 
ing them not to smoke opium near tha 
powder magazines.

Timidity and Greatnesa. 


M. Dugas, a Frenchman, has written 


an extremely interesting book on "Ti- 
mijlity." He finds that the vast majority 
of people are timid in their youth. A 
considerable minority remain timid all 
their lives. Timidity leads to medita- 
tion and analysis. It enters into the 
temperament of the philosopher and man 
of science. Per contra, a thoroughly 
stupid man is seldom timid. 


Virgil, Horace, Benjamin Constant, 


Michelet aad Amiel were all notably 
timid men. M. Dugas notes that in the 
intellectual rnph ygu are apt to find 
great speculative hardihood combined 
with a practical timidity. Carlyle's is 
the typical case. The mere thought of 
having to order a coat or buy a pair of 
gloves caused hitn the most acute dis- 
comfort. 


In its extreme type timidity ap- 


proaches the malady of the will which 
the medical dictionaries call agoraphobia 
—the dread of the crowd, of the gaze of 
other people. All public speakers have 
known this feeling—even, it is said, the 
brazen M. Rochefort. Cicero, used as ho 
was to the rostrum, was prevented by 
"blue funk" from delivering his "Mi- 
Ionian" speech. M. Sarcey, who has 
lectured every week for 20 years, says 
heTias never been able to conquer his 
timidity. Paillot, a famous Parisian ad- 
vocate, vfas so nervous that he used to 
say he half hoped some accident would 
happen to him in the street on his way 
to the court, so that he might be pre- 
yented from appearing. Veteran actors, 
when they are worth their salt, seldom 
get over their "stage fright." 


Beating; Capacity of Wood. 


A writer in Die Staats Zeitung cor- 


rects a very common supposition in re- 
gzJrd to the heating capacity of wood, 
the most notable fact in the case being 
that such a practical and easily demon- 
strable error should so long have pre- 
vailed^-namely, that the heating ca- 
pacity of hardwood is greater than that 
of soft wood. The fact, as ascertained 
by repeated determinations, is that the 
greatest heating power is possessed by 
one of the softest varieties of such ma- 
terial—viz, the linden. Taking its heat- 
ing capacity for the unit, the second 
best heater is also a soft wood—fir, with 
.99 heating power; next follow the 
elm and the pine, with .98; willow, 
chestnut and larch, with .97; maple 
and sprue* fir, with . 96; black poplar, 
With .96; «lder and white birch, with 
94 only. Then come the hard oak, 
With .92; the locust and the white 
beech, with .91, and the red beech, 
with .90, 
These examples leave no 


doubt of the general fact that hard 
wood heats the least.

HIS VOTE BEAT HIM. 


How the Invention of Telegraphy lied to 


a Coutreuniau'* Defeat. 


Dr. Catling, the gun man, is a relative 


of General Lew Wallace and tells the fol- 
lowing story about the latter 's father: 
"David Wallace was a member ol congress 
from an Indiana district when 8. F. B. 
Morse asked the government to give him 
$40,000 for the purpose of building the 
first telegraph line from Baltimore to 
•Washington. Wallace was a member of 
the committee to which the bill providing 
for the appropriation was referred, and it 
happened when the matter came up for 
consideration that he was absent The 
vote in committee was a tie, and so Wal- 
lace was sent for. He voted to give the in- 
ventor tho $40,000, and accordingly tha 
bill went through. 
"This happened along toward the end 


of Wallace's term, and when ho went homo 
to strive for re-election he found that the 
news concerning his action on the Morse 
telegraph appropriation bill had preceded 
him. A man named William Brown, who 
afterward became prominent in congress, 
had been nominated by the Democrats, 
and he waa conducting a vigorous cam- 
paign. 
"In those days joint stumping tonrs 


were customary, and the two candidates 
went from place \ place through the dis- 
trict, asking for the votes of the people. 
Brown's platform consisted ot only one 
plank. That was the criminal record of I 
his opponent. 
"He would got up before a crowd of vot- 


ers and ask them if they had heard how 
Wallace had voted to give $40,000 of the 
public's money to a man.who proposed to 
transmit messages by means of a wire be- 
tween Baltimore and Washington. The 
ridiculousness of such a thing was so ap- 
parent that Wallace's action could not be 
considered as a mere mistake. It was 
clearly an outrage upon the people — a de- 
liberate swindle. 
" 'You may not believe,' Brown was In 


the habit of concluding, 'that any man 
with a spark of common sense would vote 
away the public funds for the furtherance 
of such a chimerical scheme, but the gen- 
tleman is hero before you. Ask him if I 
have told the truth or not, and let him ex- 
plain his action if be can. ' 


"Wallace of course admitted that he had 


voted away the money, and he tried to es- 
plain what Morse proposed to do, but it 
was all in vain. TTip constituents made np 
their minds that he waa either a fool or 
something worse, and he was therefore 
snowed under at the polls. 
"It is gratifying to know that Wallace 


lived to see the telegraph established as an 
important factor to civilization, but I sup- 
pose there are people in that district who 
still think he was a fool and that he de- 
served defeat." — Cleveland Leader.

K01SELESS TELEGRAPHY. 


Receiver Tha* CAB Be Made to Whispar 


Softly IB the Operator's Ear. 


The introduction of typewriter machines 


In telegraph offices, on which operators 
take down the messages received, has ne- 
cessitated Increasing the volume of sound 
emanating from tha sounders In order to 
make their clicks clearly distinguishable 
above the click of the typewriter machine. 
The result has been that the noise in tele- 
graph offices has in many cases increased 
to such an extent as to be a serious menace 
to the health of the operators. 


In order to reduce this noise and to 


make the received message entirely secret 
a special sounder has been invented. The 
sounder, which le inclosed in a hard rub- 
ber case, is very light, the whole thing, 
with conducting cord complete, weighing 
but four ounces. It can be used not only 
without the slightest inconvenience to the 
operator, but much to his comfort and ad- 
vantage, relieving him of all unnecessary 
nerve and physical strain. It can be at- 
tached directly to the main line, where it 
acts as a combined relay and sounder, 
giving all the service of both, without any 
of the disadvantages and annoyances of a 
main line sounder. 


The mechanism of this little Instrument 
is very simple, consisting of a set of electro 
magnets of from 9 to 150 ohms resistance, 
according to requirements. An ingenious 
arrangement of the armature and lever 
brings the former In actual contact with 
the poles of the magnets in mch a manner 
as to double the working force of the arma- 
ture. The armature lever is provided with 
hammers, which in action strike upon a 
resonating plate. A shifter or switch at 
the side of the ease draws the hammers 
from the plate and reduces the sound to a 
minimum. 


Owing to the londness of the sound 


when the hammers strike upon the reso- 
nating plate messages may be received with 
the sounder placed on the table or desk, 
and In this way it may also be used for a 
caU, thus combining tax one instrument 
both a loud aad secret sounder. Should it 
be desired to take a secret message the 
•onndwis adjusted from the ontaide by 
means of the shifter referred to, whloh Is 
graded so that the operator may regulate 
the volume of sound to rait hia ovm ear. 
This may be from the faintest dick to the 
full volume of th* loudest sotUMlffl-. Tlie 
instrument is than, worn on the bead. The 
ease and headband being madeol hard 
rubber insures the operator from shook 
from abnormal currents rtfi^ng through 
the line.—Electrical Engineer.

Attempts to Cheat Uncle Sum Tbrongb 


tne Redemption DivUlon. 


Many attempts have been wade to cheat 


tho United States treasury through its re- 
demption division, so called, the division 
which baa to do with redeeming partially 
destroyed government currency. 


Not long ago a doctor in Alabama scr.t 


to the redemption division one-half of a 
^10 bill, accompanied by an affidavit say- 
ing that while on » "spree" he had used 
the other half to light a cigar. The half 
which ho forwarded was nicely charred 
along the in^er edge, and the story would 
have been very plausible if tho redemption 
division bad not received within 24 hours 
from an Alabama bunk tho other half of 
tho same note. 


Tho theory of the treasury officials was 


that while more or less intoxicated tho 
doctor had struggled for the possession of 
the bill With some one, who had wrested 
half of it from him; that the despoilcr had 
turned the half into the bank and received 
i:~> for it; th^i the doctor, recovering his 
senses, had found the other half in his 
pocket, aud, not wlolling to lose liis 
money, had conceived the plan of singeing 
tho edge of the note and saving that the 
other half had been destroyed. So he com- 
mitted perjury in an attempt to rob Uncle 
Sam of |6. 


A short time ago a man in Chicago sent 


an affidavit to the treasury accompanying 
the singed half of two $30 bills and one 
$10 bill. This affidavit; was typewritten 
and in perfect form. It stated that the de- 
ponent was a commercial traveler; that 
after returning from a journey he had been 
cleaning out his traveling bag, when in- 
advertently he had thrown into tho fire an 
envelope containing $50 in bills; that, in 
accordance with section so-and-so of the 
law of such a date, he would like to have 
the money restored to him, etc. 


The clerk who brought this document 


to Mr. Kelyea commented on its lucidity 
and completeness. 


"The story seems unnatural," said Mr. 


Belyea. "H6ld up the claim for a time." 


Twenty-four hours later a big shipment 


of mutilated currency came from the sub- 
treasury at Chicago. Mr. Belyea asked if 
there were any half notes in the shipment. 
In four or five minutes a clerk brought 
him the missing halves of the bills which 
the Chicago man had sent in. 


The attempt to defraud was plain. The 


matter was put at once into the hands of 
the secret service bureau. An agent was 
gent to Chicago. The young man who 
had made the affidavit was put under ar- 
rest, and the story of bis criifle came out 
He was of decent family, but had fallefc 
into bad company and had been persuad- 
ed to attempt the fraud by older compan- 
ions. They furnished the money and pre- 
pared the affidavit. They out the bi}ls in 
halves, and for one half of them obtained 
$25. The other half they singed and at- 
tached to his affidavit. When he was ar- 
rested, they fled. 


The gross profit of the swindle could 


not have been more than $25, and in try- 
ing to rheat the government out of that 
amount tho young man forfeited his lib- 
erty for a year and a half.—Indianapolis 
Journal.

THE ACE LOST. 


Them Thad Stevens Showed How He Val- 


ued Martin's Reputation at Faro, 


There was nothing of "the stocks and 


blackboards of convention" in Thad Ste- 
vens. He was a m&n soul fed on strong: 
meat. Ho believed that the king must bo 
amused—and he was the king, writes 
James M. Scovel in Lippincott's. His fa- 
vorite amusement was after supper at his 
own modest mansion to the east of tho 
capltol to spend the evening at Hall & 
Pemberton's faro bank on Pennsylvania 
avenue, Washington. Here was common 
ground, where the warring, jawing fac- 
tions north and south cCUld meet and over 
canvasback and Veuve CliCq^ot cham- 
pagne woo unmolested the goddess of for- 
tune. 
There were no clubs in the Wash- 


ington of 1856-60 except the gaming 
houses. Stevens was never a heavy player, 
althoiigh I have seen him win $1,400 on a 
$20 goldpiece as his only stake. 


On one occasion he had been playing in 


what he called hard luck. Mr. Martin 
from Columbus, O., the reading clerk of 
the house, ab> iys at his elbow and ready 
for a "sleeper" or a stake, repeatedly urged 
Stevens "to pnt stack on the ace," which 
had lost three times. "I wjlj. stake my 
reputation," said Martin, "that the aco 
wins." 


With a doubting glance at Martin Ste- 


vens shored a stack of blue chips, worth 
§50, over to the »ce, playing it to win, on 
Martin's Judgment. The ace lost. With- 
out the semblance of a smile the old states- 
man said, " Martin, you owe me a quar- 
ter." This was the value he put on Mar- 
tin's "reputation." 


No man ever pursued on adversary in 


debate more remorselessly than Stevens 
did, but there was no malice in him, and 
he was a f avorita on both sides of the house. 
"Sunset" Cox was his devoted friend, 
and in a playful mood during an all nighl 
session, while the member from Pennsyl- 
vania dozed In his seat, moved tho speak 
er that "the sergeant-at-arms supply Mr. 
Stevens with ivory chips enough to last 
till morning."

the good ship to her desired port in safety. 
Amen." 


However impious it may appear to us to 


associate tbo name of God with the in 
iquitous traffic, still it was looked upon 
by many as a divine institution, directly 
sanctioned bv the Bible. The famous slave 
trading caflfem John Newton, afterward 
to be the Rev. John Newton of Olncy, 
hymn writer and friend of Cowper, did by 
no means see it to bo his duty to chango 
his profession immediately after his con 
version, though ho ultimately became an 
abolitionist. He carried on slave trading 
for years after he v; as a devout Christtqn 
giving thanks in tho Liverpool churches 
for the success of his last venture and im 
ploring God's blessing on his nest.— 
Chambers' Journal.

Thriving Business lu It.

to the negroes, whose superstition is aa 
•well marked <w tho color of tho sablo rnce. 


"Gimme two bits' wuf Sally White's 


luck," asked a Scuegambian of a drug 
clerk on South Clark street the otbar day. 


The clerk proceeded to pour shellac, salt- 


peter, sulphur and other ingredients on to 
the pan of the scales until*the flvo ounce 
weight swung at a balance. The purchaser 
pocketed tho small mixture of powders 
smd departed. 


The druggist explained: 
"Wo sell luck all the time, and that 


man who just left is one of our. best cus- 
tomers. You notice he called for tho Sally 
White brand. That seems to be the most 
popular kind of luck. It is called Sally 
White after a character In the leven by that 
name. She is well known and is proverbi- 
ally lucky. It was she who hit upon tho 
prescription that Hoars her name. At first 
she bought tho ingredients and did her 
own mixing. In an unguarded moment 
she revealed tho secret to a friend one day, 
however, and the latter came to us, and we 
made up the prescription. It brought tha 
desired luck to tho woman. Others found 
it out, and the Sally White brand became 
a permanency. 


"There is also the Sally Whits mired 


luck, which follows the other a close sec- 
ond in popularity. It is a combination 
asafoetida, camphor, Spanish fly, sulphur, 
saltpeter and other powders. This sells for 
the same as tho straight Sally White. 
Then there is a common luck that is made 
of the sumo powders in various combina- 
tions. This is considered by sonm as effi- 
cacious as the Sally "White. It is a bit 
cheaper. Another sort of luck is made by 
tho combination of oils, such as verbena, 
pennyroyal, tansy, cedar, cloves and white 
rum. This has no particular name. It is 
simply luck. Tho negroes always specify 
what kind is desired. 


"In order to possess themselves of the 


luck sought the powder compounds are 
burned somewhat like incense, in a closo 
room, the fumes being Inhaled by the luck 
seeker. The oil compounds are mixed with 
the water in which the luck coaser washes 
him or herself; also in the water which is 
used to scrub floors. Sometimes it is 
sprinkled on the floor of the allurer's hab- 
itation. All of this is done with the great- 
est care and secrecy, sometimes once a 
week and sometimes at longer or shorter 
periods, as luck needs replenishing." 


Women, seem to be better customers for 


the luck commodity than the men, for 
they consume more. Strange to relate, 
neither buy the article on Fridays or on 
the IStfh of the month. Luck may be 
bought for five cents an ounce. Not in- 
frequently $1 worth is purchased at one 
time. From this superstition the drug 
stores in the levee district reap a harvest 
every year.—Chicago Tribune, 


Hooded Snakes. 


Dr. Stradling throws some interesting 


light on tho hooded snake: "The hoods of 
snakes were unquestionably intended by 
nature to act as weapons of intimidation, 
for when suddenly opened, as they are 
during the excitement of a contest, these 
give their owners an apparent and formi- 
dable enlargement. But the hoods which 
have been so useful at some period in 
snake history have now become so en- 
larged as to tend toward the extinction of 
their owners, just as the overdevelopment 
in the tusks of prehistoric animals led 
straight to their destruction. 


'•During alight the hooded snake in tho 


act of striking his foe suffers from the out- 
stretched and weighty hood—he overbal- 
ances himself and topples forward. His 
assailant, the mongoose and some birds 
specially, seizes him when prostrate, and 
ripping up the back of the neck speedily 
dispatches him." 


He tells an amusing story of a cobra 


putting his head into a biscuit tin. in 
search of a mouse regaling itself on maca- 
roons. The rgugh sides of the tin irritated 
the cobra so that he involuntarily dilated 
his hood and was consequently unable to 
remove his head from his tin prison. 
Found next morning in this awkward 
predicament, be was safely and quickly- 
dispatched. —Ludgate. 


The Longevity of Canned Food. 


It is only fair to state that tinned meat 


still holds the record for longevity. Wit- 
ness the case of that preserved mutton 
vouched for by Dr. Letheby in his Canto? 
lecture, whloh had been tinned 44 years 
and was still in condition at the end of 
that time. Those tins had an adventurous 
career. In 1884 thqy were wrecked in tha 
good ship Fury and cast ashore with other 
stores on the beach at Prince's inlet. 


They were found by Sir John Boss eight 


years afterward in a state of perfect pres- 
ervation, having passed through alarming 
variations of temperature annually—from, 
93 degrees below zero to 80 degrees above 
—and withstood the attacks of savage 
beasts, perhaps of savage men. For 18 
years more they lay there broiled and fro- 
zen alternately; then her majesty's ship In- 
vestigator came upon the sceae, and still 
tho contents were in good condition. For 
nearly a quarter of a century, they had 
withstood the climatic rigors and, as was 
but natural, some of them were brought 
home again, where they lived on in honor- 
ed old ago till they were brought under 
the notice of Dr. Letheby.—Good Words. 


Old Age. 


Sir George Lewis held it to be Impossi- 


ble for any one to reach 110. Hardly any 
one, he contended, ever lives to be 100. 
Professor Owen and others asserted that 
no one has evnr been proved to be over 104 
years old. Lack of accurate information 
and mendacity, according to Dr. Kain, is 
tho explanation of the greater number of 
centenarians being reported from the ig- 
norant classes. Education and comfort 
are not, in hie view, unfavorable to long 
life, but on the contrary tend to protract 
it. 
The excesses of the rich do no doubt 


shorten their lives, but it is tho belief of 
the experts, says Dr. Kain, "that' cente- 
narians are proportionately more numer- 
ous in the higher social strata than in the 
lower." Statistics as to the effect of oc- 
cupation on longevity concur to show that 
men of thought ore commonly long livers.

Those who think this have 
never lived in tho cotton manufacturing 
districts of Lancashire and still less havo 
they been to Blackpool, the Coney Island 
of every factory hand from Aoorington to 
Blackburn, for even to be in this delec- 
table spot is to be happy, apart from any 
amusement offered there. Every factory 
town gives its hands a vacation of a week 
in tho season, and they betake themselves 
to Blackpool. Not a soul among the fac- 
tory people is left in town—man, woman 
or child—save the sick or bedridden. Each 
town must choose n. different week for its 
holiday, for Blackpool, though quite a 
large place, could not contain all tho 
hordes that descend upon it, and it would 
be impossible to get the .people to go to 
any other place for thoir outing. 


For days beforehand tho "lasses" aro 


seen on the street, their heads bristling 
with crimping pins or curl papers, prepar- 
ing the marvelous holiday bang which 
sticks out indefinitely in front, a veritable 
haystack. The shawl worn over the head 
on working days is scornfully cast aside, 
and in its place is worn a hat unlike any- 
thing ever soon by American eyes. Mon- 
strous in shape and huge in size is this hat 
and covered with bows of ribbon startling 
in color. Add feathers and flowers galore, 
and you have a structure which merits a 
holiday. 


At this time of general exodus trains 


start at 2 and * o'clock in the morning, 
filled with joyful, noisy, singing people. 
They seem never to stop eating, drinking 
and singing, and they keep it up during 
the entire week. 


Blackpool is an elongated town, stretch- 


ed out three miles along the coast, and en- 
tirely composed of lodging houses, hotels 
and "publics"—myriads of "publics," ev- 
ery other housa being of this description, 
and each and all are jammed with people. 
The lodging houses aro jammed, too, the 
saying being that as soon as one man gets 
out of a bed another is ready to occupy it. 
For what use is a bed to one, after all, 
when one isn't in it? It would be snobbish 
to wish to retain it. 


In Blackpool there are no toboggan 


slides or other such manifold shows as we 
get up to tickle the fancy of our Coney Is- 
land public. Simple amusements suffice 
the cheerful Lancashire lad and his broad 
faced, busom lass. Chief among these is 
bathing or "paddling." And to unwonted 
American eyes the batfiing beach is a 
strange sight. The men and women bathe 
on different parts of the beach. The men's 
costume consists merely of "tights," while 
thattworn by the women is of some light 
cotton material, generally pink In color, » 
blouse cut low in the neck, with short 
sleeves and drawers to the knee—no stock- 
Ings, no skirt. Those who have these COB- 
tumes are considered quite aristocratic, for 
most of the lasses merely gather their 
skirts high around them in tho most naive 
fashion and paddle away serenely. 


But it is on the promenade that the 


crowd swarms thickest and the noise is 
greatest. This Is a broad asphalt walk, 
raised from the sand acd stretching from 
one end of the town to the other. Here is 
a never ending procession. They come 
shoving acd poshing eight or ten abreast, 
every one singing "Daley Bell," "the Old 
Kent Head" or some other antiquated 
topical song. It takes gome time fora new 
song to make its way to Blackpool. The 
people jostle and push and poke each other 
in the ribs, and all are good natured and 
shining faced and vulgar. 


Introductions are not necessary. Total 


strangers chaff each other as they pass, 
while 
the children everywhere Buck 


oranges or blow whistles. But with all 
this riding acd strolling and slngjng one 
gets a grout thirst, and there is always a 
"public" at hand. You hear the twanging 
of a banjo in the distance and yon join 
tho crowd which flocks around it. It her- 
alds the "niyjjcr minstrels," popular ev- 
erywhere In England. 


Then you hear some one suggesting a 


visit to "Uncle Tom's Cabin," and you 
get into tho electric car—the pride of 
Blackpool and the only one nearer than 
Liverpool, and moat wonderfully slow it 
is. In the car tho ringing and the good na- 
tured horse play continue. "Uncle Tom's 
Cabin" proves to be a little hut on a bluff 
in front of which stand images of Uncle 
Tom and Little Eva. Inside the principal 
attractions are marionettes, and ginger pop 
and tho sucking of oranges are redoubled. 
Outside groups of men and women are 
throwing tfocoaauts at painted images. If 
you hit the imago threa times, you get the 
cocoanut. This is all the attraction there 
is to drawono to"Unc'i Tom'a Cabin," 
yet it is filled day In and day out with a 
never failing crowd. Yon must not forgot 
to vial* the Eiffel tower, the crowning 
glory of Blackpool, and exactly like the 
original one in Paris, only half its size. 
Afterword if yon aro bold and enterprising 
you can go out for a "sail." 


But this halcyon time cannot last for- 


ever, and all too soon the week is at an 
end. The last orange 1ms been sucked. 
Goodby to Uncle Tom and Little Eva nnd 
U) feiiQ onuiias waUuug ami singing on thu 
promenade. Nest week it will bo work 
again for these people, but Blackpool is 
no loser, for it will be Invaded by a new 
horde and still another, until it settle^ 
down for its winter sleep.—New York 
Commercial Advertiter.

ihe particulars of that marvelonsly adroit 
ind elusive exhibition of stragetic skill 
with which even the American press has 
been crediting the admiral commanding 
the Cape Verde squadron. 


Admiral Sampson was gently chided for 


wasting projectiles upon the fortifications 
of San Joan while the long-awaited 
squadron was slipping into the Caribbean, 
and when neither of the American fleets 
succeeded in sighting the visitor it was 
whispered that Cervera was too shrewd 
and swift for the pursuers. Furthermore 
it was understood that the Spaniards 
would not be embarrassed by the lack of 
coal, as colliers, sent on ahead, were sup- 
plying them at favorable points.

adroitness" after leaving Martinique con-

NEW YOBK, June 
6. — [Special.] 


Charles King, known the country over as 
Captain Charles King, but recently mado 
B brigadier general in Uncle Sam's new 
army, is not a resident New Yorker, but 
ho belongs to this state and city in a sense, 
(or he was born at Albany, his grandfa- 
ther was a president of Columbia college, 
and when » boy the present general was 
himself a student at Columbia's prepara- 
tory school. And, of course, his books 
hare boon as popular hero as anywhere 
over since tho first of his volumes was 
published. 


Tho frankly truthful quality of Captain 


King's pen got him into a very pretty con- 
troversy with a lot of New Yoris newspa- 
per men some years ago, though it is hnrd- 
ly probable he would have spent much 
timo and ink on the matter had he been 
fully aware of tho journalistic grade of his 
critics. Captain King may almost be con- 
sidered a newspaper man himself. His fa- 
ther, General Eufus Kicg, of civil war 
days? from Wisconsin, was an editor be- 
fore the war first in Albany and later in 
Milwaukee, and tho captain's boyhood 
days wore largely passed in the journal- 
istic atmosphere. But it was a healthy 
atmosphere for all that, for Rufus King 
belonged to that clnss of newspaper men, 
still in the majority by a very large mar- 
gin, whose guiding motto is to "get the 
truth and tell it without prcj'udice." 


Consequently when as an officer on the 


Indian frontier Captain King came in 
contact with some journalists of the sort 
that would nowadays ba termed "yellow" 
—no offense intended to those who don't 
deserve the title—ho naturally conceived a 
violent dislike for all the members of their 
class. In their case, as in many others, 
he carefully treasured up their doings in 
his memory, and when later, retired be- 
caaiso of disability incurred in the per- 
formance of his soldierly duties, he took 
to writing tales of army life these "yel- 
low" correspondents were neatly impaled 
on the point of his trenchant pen. 


Did the Coat Fit? 


I have forgotten the real names of the 


scribblers thus punished by Captain King, 
and it is to their own credit that they per- 
sonally made never a protest. A similar 
course was followed by newspaper men in 
nearly every city, who recognized and were 
ashamed of the type portrayed. 


But there was a little coterie of writers 


in this town who could not allow his tem- 
erity in criticising the class which lives by 
criticising others to go unpunished. Un- 
fortunately for the good name of the craft, 
the columns of a certain weekly paper 
here were open to them, and they made its 
pages fairly bulge with the attacks which 
they promptly contributed on the subject. 
One reading their letters without a pleni- 
tude of newspaper knowledge would surely 
have inferred that the good of the craft de- 
manded the captain's instant outwlping. 


Unfortunately the captain made the mis- 
take of replying, and for weeks the un- 
savory quarrel went on, the only redeem- 
ing feature of the whole wretched business 
being the fact that the paper was not of 
large circulation, and so the controversy 
attracted no attention whatever from the 
great public. Had it appeared in the col- 
umns of a widely read periodical it must 
have greatly Increased the soles of the 
book, "An Array Portia," in which the 
objectionable newspaper writers served as 
characters. 


John T. McKane Again. 


It was announced by a minor sheet some 


days before his release from Sing Sing 
that John Y. McKane, the one time Pooh 
Bah of Gravesend (Coney Island), who 
went too far in the manipulation of elec- 
"tions in 1892 and was jugged therefor, 
that he purposed raising a regiment to 
fight for free Cuba as soon as possible aft- 
er regaining his liberty. 


When he came out, however, he mani- 


fested no warlike intentions whatever. He 
was meek to all men, even to the report- 
ers, and some of the newspaper men who 
had known him "before" as well as "aft- 
er" marveled greatly at his chastened spir- 
it. To these men be confided his inten- 
tion of making as little noise in the world 
as possible in the days to come. He did 
not purpose resuming his residence at 
Coney Island, and he had no notion of 
again entering or venturing to criticise 
public affairs. He meant to live near 
Coney Island, in South Brooklyn, because 
he could thu*,the more easily carry on his 
occupation as a builder, since his friends 
were mainly Coney Islanders and had 
promised"him plenty of business. 


But a change seems now to have come 


over the spirit of his dreams, and while he 
may yet have no intention of re-entering 
public life he has certainly taken upon 
himself tho task of criticising those who 
are in with a vigor that is refreshing and 
apparently commendable. The object of 
his criticism is the alleged filth of the 
streets in his former domain, and his 
words appear to be founded on fact, for in 
spite of the pressure of war news The 
Herald gave them the prominence and dig- 
nity of a display head one day last week. 


McKaue Against Tammany? 


McKane was generally considered a sort 


of political freebooter in the days of his 
power, but he was oftener hand in hand 
with Tammany than otherwise, though 
not able to contribute directly to its suc- 
cess or failure from the fact that Coney 
Island was not then a part of New York. 
Since the creation of tho Greater New 
York, however, Coney Island is as much 
subject to Tammany's power as the island 
of Manhattan itself, and 
criticism of 


dirty streets in Gravesend is criticism of 
"the organization" itself. 


Just how the sachems will take this 


criticism is a matter of some local inter- 
est. It has already been announced that 
tho general sentiment of tho organization 
is that he is making a preliminary tfriko 
for some of his old time recognition. That 
many Gonoy Islanders would like to see 
McKans in again Ss inoontrovertlbly true, 
and this was shown by the enthusiastic if 
somewhat Informal manner of/ his recep- 
tion at the island soon after tO» term of I 
imprisonment was over.

TROOPS AT EL TEB. 


A Staff Officer's Account of Baker Pashn's 


Cradling Defeat la the Sudan—How 
Bis SoUler* Allowed Themselves to Be 
Slaughtered Without ReilstMce.

Probably in no battlo of nlodern times 


was an army ever less prepared to face an 
enemy than were tho Egyptian troops 
which Valentine Baker Pasha led to the 
relief of tho beleaguered garrison of Tokar 
at the beginning of February, 1884. 


The force consisted of 1,400 infantry 


under General Sartorlus, 800 Egyptian 
cavalry, 150 Turkish j^valry and 2,000 
Sudanese. The Egyptians were an un- 
trained, cowardly lot, many of them there 
against their will, gomo having been 
brought to the front in chains, while their 
arms were only old and wornout muskets. 
No one knew better than Baker and the 
members of his staff, of which I was oae, 
how liable we were to get beaten if wo 
were attacked by tho forces of Osman 
Digna. Only the night before the battle 
Baker said that if the enemy attacked us 
oil our march to Tokur in any force he had 
no doubts as to tho disastrous results. 
"You see," ho said, "all we have to rely 
upon is the Turkish cavalry and a few of 
the drilled Sudanese. But if a panic en- 
sues on an attack they have not stamina 
to hold tho others and will fly with them. 
Oh, for just ene troop of the old Tenth 
hussars and a regiment of the British line, 
and we would relieve Tokar tomorrow 1" 


On Sunday evening we encamped about 


two miles from Trinkitat with the expec- 
tation of making an early morning start. 
Baker invited all the European officers to 
dine, and though we were all more or less 
cheerful, still we had a presentiment of 
coming disaster, though wo scarcely 
thought how terribly it would be realized 
the next day. 


At about 6 o'clock the next day, the 4th 


of February, we had breakfast, and by 7 
o'clock our disastrous march was started. 
Three hundred baggage camels preceded 
our column; then came the infantry, while 
our cavalry skirmished on each flank, pro- 
tecting us from sudden attack. We had 
not proceeded half a mile before we noticed 
small bodies of the enemy, who retreated 
on our approach. At 8 o'clock we sighted 
quite a large body, and, halting, got one 
of our Krupp guns unlimbered and flred a 
few rounds at the enemy, causing them to 
retreat. 


We had not continued our inarch ten 


minutes when there appeared on our right 
flank about a dozen Arab horsemen, who 
at about 300 yards' distance proceeded to 
ride down our lines with the evident in- 
tention of estimating our force. 
Tho 


Turkish cavalry were sent In chase, but 
the Arabs rode off without one getting hit 
by the fire from our infantry or .$he cav- 
alry being able to overtake them. Imme- 
diately after a similar thing happened on 
our left flank, and while our attention 
was distracted thus a large force of the 
enemy suddenly appeared in front. Or- 
ders were at once given to form a square; 
but, though for days our troops had been 
mainly drilled In that one formation, when 
the critical time arrived they failed la- 
mentably. 
Three sides were formed after 


a fashion, but the enemy poured in on the 
fourth, their long hair streaming, and to 
the distorted eyes of our troops they looked 
like an immense body of invincible devils. 
Our men, if they can be dignified by the 
name, implored fcr mercy, many of them 
on their knees, • but none was shown. 
Hacking and killing was the enemy's pro- 
gramme, and it was carried out to the let- 
ter, while our left flank continued firing 
aimlessly, killing many of our own cavalry. 


At the time of the attack I was with 


Baker Pasha and Abdul Bussao, an Egyp- 
tian staff officer, with the Turkish cavalry, 
away from the main body. The first thing 
we saw was the Egyptian cavalry engaged, 
and we at once made for the main body, 
trom which we were cut off by the enemy, 
who, however, were not nearly as danger- 
ous as OUT own men, who fired right at us 
as we endeavored to force our way into 
our own ranks. We hod a hand to hand 
tussle with the enemy, in -which poot Ab- 
dul Bussac was Wiled, but at last did suc- 
ceed in getting through.. By this time onr 
men had completely given way, and then 
commenced a rout that beggars descrip- 
tion. General Sartorlus did his best to 
told his men and, was ably seconded, not 
only by the European officers, but also by 
the Egyptian, but all to no purpose. 
Mo- 


rice Bey, Dr. Leslie and Captain Walker 
were killed, as well as several Egyptian 
officers, In endeavoring to stand against 
the enemy, who were probably 1,000 or 
1,800 strong. 


I never saw such abject displays of cow- 


ardice in my life. Men jost stood or knelt 
ike sheep and let the enemy fcni them, 


f and yet they had arms in their hands •<»lth 
' which they could have protected them- 


selves had they chosen and had not the 
long haired Arabs, shouting and gesticu- 
lating as they charged down upon them, 
taken the last vestige of nerve out of them. 
One regiment of English infantry could 
have held the enemy at bay, and with a 
troop of g%od cavalry have wiped them off 
the face of the earth. Officers struck at 
men with the flat of their swords, even 
prodded them with the points, but to get 
them to rally was hopeless. An attempt 
was made by the cavalry at one point to 
cover the retreat, but only made matters 
worse, for they turned and charged right 
over our own men in their efforts to escape. 


Daring the retreat I scarcely ventured 


to say a word to Baker Pasha, who was 
riding along gloomily and preoccupied, 
occasionally giving on order to head off a 
crowd and to try and rally them, but to 
stop that mob was like trying to stay the 
tides of the ocean. Nothing could induce 
them to rally. Fop five miles the carnage 
and butchery were kept up, right into 
Trinkitat, where the survivors might have 
been killed with the greatest of ease, as 
they stood huddled up on the seashore, 
but the enemy withdrew, not knowing 
that an English gunboat which had been 
there the day before hod left for Snakiu. 


We estimated that fully 2,000 men had 


been killed, including five. European and 
29 native officers, and as soon as possible 
afterward the troops were transported to 
Suakin, Baker being lent for duty with 
the British troops. The defeat at the Wells 
of Tebhadone good result—it forced the 
Egyptian government to arm all its troops 
properly. 


The blame for the defeat was laid by 


many at Baker Pasha's door, but those 
who did ao could not have really known 
the rmtnro of the wen he cntnitmnded, t<j 
say nothing of how abominably they were 
armed. Not that on that occasion it mat- 
tered what tort of arm* they had, for they 
would have thrown the best weapons down 
and have fallen into the hands of tha ene- 
my. '*"*

tempted to make the pay of all of them 
as uniform as possible.

A Uttle Experiment, of Interest Which 


Almost Any One Can Perform. 


"It is a great wonder to mo," said an 


old chemist in hie laboratory the other 
day, "why more boys do not take up chem- 
ical experiments as an amusement 
Why, 


I can do things with the common mate- 
rials of everyday life <vhich really seem to 
be more magical to the uninitiated than 
any of the wonders performed by magi- 
cians on the public stage. 


"Now, 
there are those curious little bub- 


bles of glass known variously as 'Prince 
Rupert's drops' and as 'Dutch tears.' Ap- 
parently they are merely Uttle globules of 
glass with elongated tails, made by heat- 
ing a small glass rod in aflame and allow- 
ing the molten drops to fall into water. 
After they have cooled you may pound the 
thick part with a hammer or mallet, yet 
you cannot break them. 
On the other 


hand, if you break a little piece off their 
tails or touch any part of them with a 
quartz crystal, they will disappear into the 
surrounding Atmosphere quicker than 
snow will melt on a hot fire. To the per- 
son who 4O^S not know the reason the 
pcrformaflcf! is most astonishing. 


''And yftt It is all very simple. It is due 


to what is known as surface cohesion. 
Glais when heated to a molten state has 
naturally reached a very high temperature, 
and when the drops of melted glass are al- 
lowed to fall into the cold water the sud- 
den change produces stress all over the 
surface of the- drop which is really terrific. 


This strcf-, however, must be considered 


as a whole. It is very strong when taken 
all together, but it is exactly as though a 
piece of very thin rubber was stretched 
over the surface of the glass. If you punc- 
tured the rubber, its haste to resume its 
normal condition would pull it off tha 
glass. 
" Sb when you break off the tail of the 


drop or cut through the film of very hard 
glass with a crystal its endeavor suddenly 
to resume its normal condition results in 
its own destruction, and it breaks up into 
particles which are really finer than the 
finest sand. It seems liko a wonderful per- 
formance, but It is no more wonderful 
than many another which any youngster 
could perform if he would study even the 
simplest forms of chemical action."—New 
York Sun. 


Pepper In Olden Tlmtl. 


Dr. Adolph Miller of Philadelphia, 


president of tho Pennsylvania Mycological 
club, in a dissertation on the pepper plant, 
says that diirlng the middle ages In Eu- 
rope pepper was the most esteemed and 
important of all the spices. Genoa, Venice 
and other commercial cities of central Eu- 
rope wore indebted to their traffic in pep- 
per for a large part of their wealth. Its 
importance as ft means of promoting com- 
mercial activity and civilization during 
the middle ages can hardly be overrated. 
Tribute was levied in pepper, and dona- 
tions were made in this spice, which was. 
frequently also used as a medium of ex- 
change in place of money. 
When the im- 


perial city of Home was besieged by Alaric, 
tho king of tho Goths, In 408 A. D., the 
ransom demanded included 6,000 pounds 
of gold, £0,000 pounds of silvw and 8,000 
pounds of pepper, Illustrating the impor- 
tance of this* spice at that time.

CLAY PIPES. 


The l>rg«-st Factory In the World—How 


It Wan Started. 


The largest tobacco pipe factory In the 


world is located in Appomattox county, 
ne;;r Pamplm City. It had been known 
for many years prior to the war between 
tho state.-, that there existed clay in that 
county well adapted to the manufacture of 
tobacco pipes, but the industry was carried' 
on in the most desultory way. Sometimes 
a nc^ro at odd times would fashion a few 
ruflo pipes and sell them in the neighbor- 
hood, Kenenilly nt the country store. 


JJnt at the close of the war the whites 


turned their attention to the clay deposits, 
It was a necessity, and not a matter of 
choice. 


The war had swept away everything. 


The implements with which the pipes were 
manufactured wore simple and rude, and 
it must be confessed that^Jie article which 
they fabricated did not bear the closest 
possible resemblance to those turned out 
by the thousand today. 


The pipes were sold to local merchants, 


who shipped them to wholesale dealers in 
northern cities, who sold them to retailers 
throughout the country. 


And now comes the part of the story 


that sounds rather romantic, though it is 
every word true. 


Among the retail dealers who purchased 


a ."lot of these poor men's pipes was a gro- 
cery man in a little town in Ohio. He sold 
them at from 2 to 6 cents apiece and found 
them very popular. 


Among those who purchased one was a 


wealthy citizen of the town, who was led 
to do so by a less wealthy neighbor, who 
had found them sweet smokers. The cap- 
italist was delighted. He smoked nothing 
else for some time and finally inquired of 
the grocery man as to where the pipes were 
made. 
The latter could only give the 


name of the wholesale dealer from whom 
he had purchased, but from him the gen- 
tleman learned that the pipes were made 
from a clay bank in the county of Appo- 
mattox, in Virginia. 
' 


The gentleman saw that the pipes wer« 


of very rude construction. 
Ho saw also 


that were proper machinery used they 
could bo turned out with great rapidity 
and that a profit could he made at selling 
them at a penny apiece. He was growing 
interested, and finally his mind dwelt so 
much upon the subject that he came over 
to Virginia and to the little town of Ap- 
pomattox. He went at once to the store 
of the dealer in pipes and was not long in 
finding that the best were made at a bank 
about eight miles away, at what is now 
Pamplin City. 


The rest is soon told. The land was 


purchased for a small sum, buildings erect- 
ed, the latest machinery installed and soon 
the kilns were smoking.—Richmond Dis- 
patch.

When 
peace wat proclaimed and Colonel Towne 
returned to Wisconsin, he presented tho 
Burr check to the cashier of the bank in 
his native town, who had it framed and 
hung in the bank as a valuable relic. Sub- 
sequently photographic copies of the check 
were taken. Colonel Towne was given 
one of those copies, and he presented it to 
Cashier J. M. Knott of the Marion Na- 
tional bank. The original is still on ex- 
hibition in the Wisconsin bank. 


Doubtless it is the oldest baak check in 


existence, and the fact that the drawer 
was a national celebrity during his life 
makes it a very rare and valuable relic.—

Despite re- 
ports to the contrary it may safely be 
stated, however, that no foreigners will 
take part this year, although it is possi- 
ble that representatives from Great 
Britain may be seen on some of the 
well known American courses later in 
the season. 


All the prominent professionals in the 


country who can manage to be present 
will take part in the open champion- 
ships. Last year's winner was Joseph 
Lloyd, professional, of the ESSPX Coun- 
ty club, Manchester, Mass. His score 
was 162 strokes for the 36 holes. Four 
other prizes were offered, every one of 
which was carried off by a professional.

STAGE. 


Colleges and Athletic Clubs 
Are Taking It Up—Plans 
For an International 
Contest Next Season,

Lacrosse received a great boom in the 


United States las-'t summer owing to the 
trip of thf Crescent Athlstic club team 
to England and Ireland. Many clubs 
and colleges which prior to that time 
had taken little or no interest in the 
game became enthusiastic players. 


There are a good many lacrosse teams 


all over the country, and in Canada are 
to be found some of the finest players 
in the world. Most of the larger col- 
leges and universities have very fair 


particularly the eastern :nsti- 


There is an intercollegiate 


league, of which Johns Hopkins is this 
season's champion, their victory over 
the strong aggregation of players at 
Lehigh university having landed them 
in first place. 


Cornell, Harvard, Hobart and Swarth- 


more each have teams which play in 
the intercollegiate series. The colleges 


In and around New York have 


clubs, the metropolitan dis- 


tion, and, second, as a training school 
to ht the young warriors for the stern 
realities of the warpath by quickening 
the mind, strengthening the body and 
accustoming them to close c ombat. As 
a sport it was admirably adapted for 
developing the physique of young In- 
dian warriors. 
So general did indul- 


gence in the game become that, accord- 
ing to one writer, am'ong some of the 
tribes it was "the chief object of their 
lives." 


It was not until 134D that lacrosse was 


adopted by th* Canadians. At first it 
did not attract much attention, and not 
until some 20 years later did the young 
white men begin to see the great ad- 
vantages and opportunities afforded by 
the game. About I860 Montreal intro- 
duced it as a recognized sport, and the 
organization of the Montreal Lacrosse 
club was the pioneer of numerous sim- 
ilar organizations throughout the Do- 
minion. The formation of the National 
Lacrosse Association of Canada soon 
after resulted in a boom, to which the 
pastime owes more for its growth than 
to any other factor.

British team would make a tour of the 
United States and Canada this season, 
but private business prevented some of 
the players from coming over, and the 
breaking out of the war has rather put 
a damper on all international contests 
in the sporting world this year, so the 
trip was postponed for a seatson. Ar- 
rangements are already being made, 
however, which will insure the pres- 
ence of a strong combination of players 
from over the water next season. Much 
is expected to result from the trip, espe- 
cially in the matter of introducing the 
game to the general public and getting 
colleges such as Princeton, w-hich used 
to support a team, but gave it up so as 
to have more funds for track cithletics, 
to again make the pastime a recognized 
sport among their other events.

The water at this place is clear bat 


warm, having much sulphur in solution, 
but vrhen cooled with ice and permeated 
with oatmeal or ginger makes a refresh- 
ing and non-iujurlous drink obtainable in 
quantities plentiful enough for bathing 
purposes. 


The main trouble with food rations is 


we Hud that our cooks are inexperienced 
in field work and fail to get the most out 
of wliat Uncle Sam gives us. Affiliation 
With the trained regular troops with 
which wo are now brigaded, as the 1st 
brigade, 23. division, 5i,h at my corps, will 
do much to benefit us ia this mattsr of 
cooking BO tiat I am convinced that the 
murmuring of discontect with rations will 
soon eventtully cease. We ate allowed 
equally ES good and as much as they, 
aud Vriien experience raato as proficient 
in preparing it all will be well. 


Reptiles and insects are much more 


scarce than in Massachusetts; indeed we 
find absolutely tio mosqnitos or flies, and 
wlint snakes i?e have yet been able to 
come across ware in curio shops or store 
windows. 
"What we may find when 


ordered to Cuba yoa know as well as 
ourselves, but while we remain in Tampa, 
no soldier giving care to himself accord- 
ing to facilities offered need cause the 
slightest uneasiness to relatives or friends 
at hone.
